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And it is an irreftagable proof, 
that - the Selft-intereſted-, and_ the 
French Party 1n Exelend are firm 
in the faid-Deſfign, for -that when 
the M:ſcavite threatned the Swede 
with an Invaſion of Livonia, at the 
ſame time that, by the Manage-- 
ment of. France, the Great Turk 
alſo threatned the Muſcovite with 
- an Irruption into his Dominians, 
in'caſe he invaded the Swede; the 
French Party in England, at the 
ſame time threatned the Grand Czar 
that 1f:he :medled with the Swede, 
they would ſend a conſiderable 
Fleet of men of War into the Bal- 
tick Sza: which proves not only 
what I have already declar'd, as to 
Ereland, but alſo that France. the 
Turk, and the French Party in Enga 
land, obſerving the ſame meaſures, 
without being any longer able to 
conceal them, have form'd- ſuch a 
League, which, together ith the 
Branches of it, that extend them-

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make 1t evident, what apprehenſi i- 


ONS Chriſtendom ought to: have of

Now it being thus evident that 
England atts as a Co-partner with
